time for updates in the language 
that would allow for a new 
process by which officials could 
deal with “unsafe structures” in 
the area.

Boyne City is aressee

BOYNE CITY - The Boyne City 
State of the Community Lunch- 
eon was heavily attended and up- 
beat as usual. Three speakers took 
to the podium with reports on the 
annual status of the city, its 
schools, and the county. 

City Administrator Michael 
Cain opened by stating, ’Boyne 
City is blessed.” He explained that 
the city’s institutions all work 
hard and they work well together. 
“This simple fact is one of the rea- 
sons Boyne City enjoys the level of 
success it does,” he said. He then 
talked about the role Boyne City 
plays in regional and state wide 
activities. “What are the tangible 
benefits of all this cooperation? 
Boyne City is the poster child of 
many communities when it comes 
to getting grants,” he said. “And 
the reason we continue to get the 
grants is because we get things 
done and we do what we say we’re 
going to do.” The city received 1.3 
million dollars in grants this year 
according to Cain. “Yes Boyne 
City is blessed, it is blessed by all 
the hard work people do day in 
and day out. Boyne City can be 
proud of where it has been, where 
it is and where it is going. Our fu- 
ture looks bright,” he said. 

As Boyne City’s representative 
at the county level County Com- 
missioner Chris Christensen gave 
an update on the delayed non-mo- 
torized trail, roads and millage 
money. Christensen explained 
that the reason the Boyne City 
Charlevoix non-motorized trail 
didn’t get started this summer as 
planned was because of a dispute 
between two government entities 
at the state level as to how to han- 
dle the state owned easement 
through Young State Park. How- 
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Boyne City Schools Superintendent Peter Moss 


ever the project is now on track 
and is expected to be complete in 
2015. He then commented on the 
completion of the King’s Hwy on 
Beaver Island and how that makes 
37.2 miles of roads completed 
since the roads millage was voted 
in. “We’re 60% through,” he said. 
Roads he expected to be addressed 
next year included 6.2 miles of 
Deer Lake, 3.2 miles of the 
Ellsworth Road and 7.9 miles of 
Marion Center Road. According to 
the Northwest Council of Govern- 
ments Asset Management Report 
Charlevoix County not has 30% of 
their roads in “good” condition. 
Christensen compared that to 
Emmet County’s rating of 13% 
good roads and Antrim County’s 
rating of 23%. “We’re doing it fair, 
we’re doing it balanced and we’re 
moving forward,” he said. 
Christensen then segued into a 
discussion on adding new mill- 
ages. The road millage is 1 mil of 
a 7.5 mil County budget, of that 
4.7 mils is earmarked for county 
operational expenses but is often

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spent on non-operational items. 
“This year you will see a veterans 
and parks millage on the ballot,” 
he said. Christensen explained 
that the goal of putting the items 
up for vote is to be able to use the 
operating funds for operating ex- 
penses and let the people decide if 
they want to finance the other 
items that are continually coming 
before the county competing for 
the funds. ”Let’s shift parks out of 
the operating budget and havea 
mil of its own, as it is now, if the 
funds aren’t there nothing gets 
done, then we can spend the oper- 
ations budget on county opera- 
tions, it gives us the ability to pare 
that stuff down and people will 
have a say on what they want the 
money spent on,” he said. He con- 
cluded his speech with an invita- 
tion. “We have a number of terms 
that are expiring and I can’t en- 
courage you enough to be a part of 
it...it’s a cool county to be a part

AMAZING ACUPUNCTURE

You may not like the idea of 
being needled, but acupuncture has 
been a go-to therapy for 5,000 years. 
And this Chinese healing art, which 
uses hair-thin needles to stimulate 
points in the body that affect chi or 
qi, the life energy, has been in the 
news lately -- not just because 
celebs like pop star Alicia Keys and 
bike racer Vincenzo Nibali (winner 
of the 2014 Tour de France) use it to 
stay energized, but because modern 
medicine is discovering more and 
more about the powers of acupunc- 
ture to heal the mind and body. 

The World Health Organization 
says acupuncture may help ease di- 
gestive problems like constipation 
and diarrhea; chronic sinus and 
lung infections; all sorts of pain, 
from headaches and migraines to 
neck pain, back pain and os- 
teoarthritis; infertility; and even 
urinary and menstrual problems. 
At the Cleveland Clinic, where Dr. 
Mike is Chief Wellness Officer and 
there are more than 10 certified 
acupuncture practitioners in the 
Wellness Institute's Center for Inte- 
grative Medicine, a review of the 
best research found good evidence 
that it works to ease gastroe- 
sophageal reflux, nerve pain and 
post-surgery pain. 

No wonder the number of North 
Americans being needled jumped 
from 2 million in 2002 to more than 
14 million in 2007. And now at least 
four states include health-insurance 
coverage for acupuncture under the 
Affordable Care Act, and people in 
many more have plans that do the 
same. 

So, if you're one of the folks who 
like the idea, and the treatments 
work for you, here are some recent 
insights into what acupuncture can 
do for you: 

Acupuncture is a stress reliever: 
Levels of neuropeptide Y -- a combo 
of 36 amino acids that acts as a neu- 
rotransmitter and constricts blood 
vessels -- skyrockets when you're 
tense, triggering the fight-or-flight 
response. Acupuncture helps con- 
trol levels of neuropeptide Y, lower- 
ing blood pressure and relaxing 
muscles. 

It's a pain soother: In a new Uni- 
versity of California San Diego 
study, after 31 kids (ages 2 to 17) had 
tonsillectomies, acupuncture muted 
their throat aches within minutes. 

A hot-flash cooler: A new review 
of 12 studies involving 869 
menopausal women concludes that 


acupuncture reduces the number 
and intensity of this annoying 
menopause symptom. 

A pound melter: When 91 over- 
weight people followed the same 
healthy diet and got real or sham 
ear acupuncture, those who got the 
real thing lost weight. 

An energizer for cancer patients: 
In two recent University of Penn- 
sylvania studies, women receiving 
chemotherapy for early-stage breast 
cancer reported reductions in tired- 
ness, anxiety, depression and joint 
pain after receiving acupuncture. 

We know that in some studies, 
sham acupuncture produces results 
almost as good (or as good) as the 
real thing. Perhaps the sham tech- 
nique (pricking acupuncture 
points) works as well as inserting 
needles ... or, in some cases, 
acupuncture works because people 
want it to. Future research will help 
sort that out. What we know for 
sure? Here's how to get the most out 
of this healing therapy: 

Talk with your doctor first. Don't 
stop medications or other treat- 
ments on your own. Instead, ask 
your doctor about combining the 
two. 

Check your insurance. Some 
plans cover it; others may offer a 
discount if you use certain 
providers. If you have a health 
spending account, you'll probably 
be able to use it for acupuncture, 
too. 

Find a certified practitioner. 
There are 27,835 acupuncturists in 
the U.S. who've been certified by the 
National Certification Commission 
for Acupuncture and Oriental Medi- 
cine. Find one at www.nccaom.org. 
Medical doctors with acupuncture 
training are listed by the American 
Academy of Medical Acupuncture 
on the Internet at www.med- 
icalacupuncture.org. Ask if your 
practitioner is certified and state-li- 
censed; it's a requirement in 42 
states and Washington, D.C. 

Know what to expect. Needles are 
thin, sharp and sterile -- only dis- 
posable, prepackaged needles 
should be used. You may feel a 
twinge or nothing at all when 
they're inserted. Depending on your 
health, you may need one to 10 
treatments or visits that continue 
for several months. We hope you get 
the point!

“A Vision 
for the Great Lakes in the 
21st Century” will be pre- 
sented to address the sys- 
temic problems facing 
Great Lakes waters, and 
explore a new vision for 
this century to protect our 
waters as a Shared com- 
mons held in trust. FLOW, 
For the Love of Water, will 
present two sessions: the 
first will be held 4:00 p.m., 
September 30, at the Har- 
bor Springs Library, 206 S.

The concept of public

Under Roman law, the 
public’s right to use com- 
mon resources like the 
waters and surrounding 
shores was paramount. 
“By the law of nature 
these things are common 
to mankind, the air, run- 
ning water, the sea, and 
consequently the shores of 
the sea.” Under the Magna 
Carta in 1215, the British 
Crown was prohibited 
from transferring the 
valuable coastal fisheries 
to private lords because 
the sea beds belonged to 
the people. This is what 
we now call the Public 
Trust Doctrine. This legal 
concept has taken hold 
worldwide, protecting re- 
sources for the public 
from beaches to navigable 
waterways and harbors, to 
wetlands and wildlife, to 
tributary streams and 
groundwater. 

FLOW is a non-profit or- 
ganization working to en- 
sure the waters of the 
Great Lakes are protected 
now and for future gener- 
ations by recognizing the 
Great Lakes as a Com- 
mons. They work to build 
deep public awareness 
and engage the public and 
decision-makers about the 
threats and abuses facing 
the Great Lakes.

children with asthma at greatest risk 


Enterovirus D68, a respiratory illness 
that primarily affects infants, children 
and teenagers, has spread quickly 
across several Midwestern states in the 
past week. While various forms of en- 
terovirus are extremely common, the 
current D68 strain is occurring at an 
unusual time and with unusual severity, 
according to Joshua Meyerson, M.D., 
Medical Director for the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michigan. 

“McLaren Northern Michigan has re- 
ported an upswing in pediatric patients 
whose symptoms are consistent with 
the virus,” Dr. Meyerson said. “Pediatri- 
cians in our region are also reporting 


increased numbers of children with res- 


piratory illnesses; though most cases 


have been mild, some have required hos- 


pitalization. This increase is consistent 
with higher-than-normal rates across 
Michigan and nationwide.” Dr. Meyer- 
son noted that none of the respiratory 
illnesses appearing in Northern Michi- 
gan have been confirmed as en- 
terovirus, and the time frame for 
receiving test results is not yet known. 

Enterovirus is spread from person to 
person, often through sneezing, cough- 
ing, or touching infected surfaces. 
Symptoms may range from mild to se- 
vere respiratory distress, and com- 
monly include wheezing, shortness of 
breath, hypoxia and fever. Generally, 
symptoms can be treated and a full re- 
covery is expected, though underlying 
respiratory conditions — such as asthma 
—can make the virus a more dangerous 
threat. Dr. Meyerson advises anyone 
with these symptoms, especially 
younger children and those with pre-ex- 
isting respiratory ailments, to be 
treated by a physician. 

While there is no vaccine to protect 
people from enterovirus, Dr. Meyerson 
recommends taking simple precautions 
to help prevent the spread of en- 
terovirus and similar illnesses. “Re- 
mind kids to wash hands frequently 
with warm soap and water, especially 
before eating,” he advised. “Clean sur- 
faces frequently with approved cleaning 
solutions, and minimize person-to-per-

son contact. If your child exhibits respi- 
ratory symptoms, see a physician, and 
keep him or her out of school, day care, 
sports and other activities to minimize 
the spread of illness.” Dr. Meyerson 
added that children and adults who re- 
ceive annual flu vaccines are more 
likely to stay healthy. 

The Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan is working with area hospi- 
tals, as well as the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Community Health (MDCH) 
and Centers for Disease Control (CDC), 
to monitor the spread of Enterovirus 
D68.

stitutes a “dangerous building”, and 
creates a way for city officials to notify 
and take action on properties that fit 
that description. According to the ordi- 
nance city officials will first issue a no- 
tice to the owner of the “dangerous 
building” that will set up a hearing for 
whether or not the building is in fact 
needed remediation. Within five days of 
that hearing, an opinion will be issued 
on what needs to be done with the build- 
ing. 

If the owner of the property does not 
cooperate with the first notice, a second 
notice is sent to City Council who can 
determine whether the opinion given 
by the hearing officer is fair. However, if 
the owner still refuses to comply with 
the decision given by City Council, 
council can take action to demolish the 
building without the consent of the 
owner, and the costs of doing so must be 
reimbursed by the owner of the build- 
ing. Ultimately any violations will re- 
sult in a $500,000 fine and is considered 
a misdemeanor according to Article 3, 
Section 6.30 of the ordinance. 

At the council meeting, very few 
members of the public spoke regarding 
the ordinance however, of those who 
did speak, John Haggard was very op- 
posed to the ordinance and asked coun- 
cil not to pass the changes. 

“T’ve got a real concern,” said Hag- 
gard, “You’re creating another bureau- 
cracy within our local community that I 
don’t believe is necessary.” 

Haggard went onto explain that he 
felt the issue of damaged buildings 
could be “solved by working with the 
property owner” and that he felt it was 
“unnecessary to go forward” with the 
ordinance. 

Spencer, who presented the agenda 
item, stepped forward to address Hag- 
gard’s concerns and explained that the 
ordinance was not creating a need for 
an “agency” but that the “Dangerous 
Building Enforcing Agency” would bea 
role filled by himself and that in the 
past city officials have tried working 
with the owners of such buildings to lit- 
tle avail. 

“As far as working with property 
owners, we’ve tried that. In some cases 
you just have to have an ordinance,” 
stated Spencer. Spencer also explained 
that the change to the ordinance would 
actually be less costly to the city and tax 
payers in the long run as it avoided the 
expenses of taking owners to court 
which would incur high costs. 

“This establishes an administrative 
process to avoid court...it’s less expen- 
sive than some of the other legal means 
that we have” explained Spencer. 

Council unanimously passed the up- 
dated ordinance, and it will take effect 
immediately. 

Council also set the date for a special 
meeting to hold a public hearing on the 
opportunity to apply for Grant money 
through the state that would reimburse 
the city for the frozen water main dam- 
age sustained this past winter. That 
meeting will be held Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 23 at 5:30 pm in Council Chambers 
at City Hall.
